The Pope, who as Bishop of 
Rome is the successor of St. Peter, is the head of 
the church. As Christ is the invisible head so is 
the Bishop of Rome the visible head. No power 
in the world can change the order of this divine 
appointment. Loyalty to the Pope is a test of a 
true Catholie and an accord with his policy in 
all church matters. We American Catholics, 
though we are but of yesterday, yield to no peo- 
ple in our love of the church, in the sacrifices we 
are willing to make for its cause, and in our pro- 
found regard for our holy father, the Pope. Asa 
Catholic I should be loyal to any Pope. 

It is our privilege to feel a special pride in pay- 
ing our respects to the present great ruler of the 
church. Leo XIII. We point to him in a spirit 
of exaltation. He is an ideal Pope. Thanks to 
his zeal in every good cause, to his luminous 
mind and great sympathetic heart, Leo XIII. is 
today the most conspicuous personage in the 
world. He is listened to by all classes; his posi- 
tion will always secure him an attentive hearing. 


But it is his commanding ability, gen- 
erous nature, and sound judgment that 
have placed him upon an eminence on 


which he stands alone. No man is more abreast 
of his times. He is reported to have said play- 
fully, in speaking of the greatest living English- 
man: Mr. Gladstone and I are the oldest men in 
Europe, but we have the youngest ideas. We 
American Catholics have additional reasons to 
be proud of Pope Leo, for he has manifested spe- 
cial interest in our country and in its free in- 
stitutions.

Senator Stephen M. White, United States 
Senator from California, in responding to the 
toast. Our Country—Catholics in Its His- 
tory,”’ said in part:

And how strongly does it 
foreshadow that peace and good will among men 
which we all claim to be desirous of maintaining.

Those who affect to believe that this 
good and charitable man is attempting to inter- 
fere with the affairs of this government little 
know his greatness of heart or understand the 
philanthropy that prompts him. Well does he

lic more necessary than to those of our faith. 

On no spot within this mighty domain can we 
so appropriately praise our country. Chicago is 
preéminently an American city.

Altgeld Speaks for Illinois, 
Gov. John P. Altgeld spoke as follows: 


Gentlemen: You ask me to speak for IIlinois. 
The most enthusiastic of us have no conception 
of the greatness and wonderful development of 
this State. So rapid has been its growth that we 
ourselves do not fully comprehend it. The State 
has reached the highest pinnacle of material 
grandeur—no matter what she may do in the 
building of cities she can never surpass her re- 
cent efforts. She can never ‘build greater 


railroads, greater warehouses, greater 
factories, or finer buildings. If her 
development is to. continue, then the 


great forces which have created these things 
must be turned into new channels; we have got 
to look to a broader field; we have got to fix our 
eyes upon a higher point in the distant heavens, 
and, instead of laboring only for the attainment 
of the material, we must strive for the iatel- 
lectual; instead of dealing only with houses and 
railroads and lands and shops that can last but 
for a day in the Almighty's calendar of time we 
must turn to principles that run through the 
ages and to truths that live through eternity, 
The object of your organization is social and 
neither political nor commercial, but you have 
adopted a name which stands for a new era and 
a higher order of things and which implies that 
you have a higher motive than simply to have a 
good time. The State could feel but little inter- 
est in this, and it would be entirely at variance 
with the character and career of the great dis- 
coverer. If your aim is to be as earnest in life as 
he was then you are in a position to render the 
State great and lasting service. to become a pil- 
lar and a power in it, and whether you do this or 
not will depend upon the conrse you pursue, 
if you make this clubhouse a center of 
intelligence, a place for discussions 
and the growth of the broader thought, if you 
keep your finger upon the pulse of humanity, 
upon the great masses of the people, keep so near 
to them that you feel their breath and hear their 
heart beats, so near to them that you understand 
their wants, and know the real nature as well as 
the cause of their suffering, and then shape your 


actions accordingly, then, let us say to 
you again, this club will become a power 
in the land and an ornament to the 


State. But, on the other hand, if you pursue the 
policy so common with clubs of being exclusive, 
of feeling that when you get within your own 
precincts you are so much better than the men 
who walk outside; if your spacious rooms be- 
come the lounging place for the weaklings who 
want to hang on to the skirts of fashionable 0. 
ciety, or if in time you become simply a rich 
man’s club, then the State will have little hope 
for you, for there never was a rich mans club 
tnat fought for liberty or struggled for humanity ;

* New York, Oct. 12.—[Special.]—When the 
Valkyrie was measured in the Erie Basin 
dock on Oct. 4 it was skinned in the most 
artistic manner, that its load water line might 
be made as short as possible. ‘The result was 
that the Vigilant has toallow it 1 minute 48 
seconds.

STREET-OAR BARNS BURNED AND 


481 ANIMALS PERISH.

Stables of the Chicago City Railway Com- 
pany on Wallace Street Almost De- 
stroyed=Loss Approximates $100,000, 
All Covered by Insurance—Employes at 
Supper and Arrive Too Late to Rescue 
but a Few Horses feed and Cars 
Burned=Fire in the Seipp Block. 


Four hundred and eighty-one horses per- 
ished in a fire which destroyed the Wallace 
street car barns of the ‘Chicago City Street 
railway, Thirty-ninth and Wallace streets, at 
o’clock last evening. The total loss, includ- 
ing thirty carg, 150.tons of hay, and the over- 
stock of line equipments, is $99,660. On 
this there is a line of insurance carried aggre- 
gating $89,500. The Wentworth avenue and 
Clark street, Halsted, Hanover, and Wallace, 
Thirty-fifth and Thirty-seventh streets, cross- 
town lines, equipped from the Wallace street 
car barns, will run today on their regular 
schedule, 

The car barns at Thirty-ninth street and 
Wallace were the most extensive under the 
control of the company. They occupied one 
vast brick building erected at a cost of 855. 
000 three years ago last April, and were two 
stories high, running from Wallace to Parnell 
street, on Thirty-ninth street, a distance of 
400 feet, and ninety-five feet on Wallace 
street. Starting at the west end of the huge 
building the fire completely gutted the west 
half of it before its headway was checked by 
the heavy fire wall which divides the car barn 
proper from the stables. It was 5:45 o’clock 
when the fire was first discovered by Mrs. 
Thomas Callighan, the wife of a saloonkeeper 
living at Wallace and  Thirty-ninth 
streets. She noticed a tiny flame 


curling up under the eaves of the long low’ 


barns and immediately notified her husband, 
who hurried across the street to give the 
alarm. Atthe alarm box he met Benjamin 
Johnson, the watchman in charge of the 
premises. Johnson had no intimation that a 
fire was in progress. He was just coming to 
work, 
Aroused the Employes. 

After the alarm was turned in the two men 
hastened into the barns to arouse the stable- 
men. It was the supper hour and there were 
only four men im the stable. There were 561 
horses in the barns and the company allows 
one groom to every sixteen horses, but the 
men had gone to their meals. William 
Wetherwax, the barn foreman, had just 
seated himself at supper when the engines 
brought out by the first alarm dashed by his 
house. The foreman started for the barns, which 
two block away he sawin flames. Above the 
noise of the flames, the loud calls of the fire- 
men, and the shrill whistles of the many fire 
engines could be heard the horrible 
noise made by the imprisoned horses. 
A 4-11 alarm and a special call for ten 
engines had been sent in on the arrival of 
Fire Marshals Musham and Green, but the 
assistance came too late to save the 561 im- 


Prisoned horses. Eighty of them were saved, 


but the others, haltered in their iron stalls, 
were either slowly roasted to death or suf, 
focated by the smoke.

Stocked with Hay and Feed. 


In the second story of the barns were the 
feed supplies, including 150 tons of baled hay, 
and the long, low building, after being ignited, 
was soon wrapped ina solid sheet of flames. 
Walled in by the flames the entrances to the 
barns were cut off and in the sight and hear- 
ing ofa gathered crowd of thousands 481 
horses were burned to death. At first the 
shrieks of the frenzied animals could be heard 
blocks away, but gradually the scunds grew 
fainter, and when the first group of firemen 
had fought their way in the barn charred 
carcasses lined their path. In the south 
end of the barn the freed i horses 
seemed to have gathered. Huddled to- 
gether here were sixty horses not badly 
burned but all dead. Dividing the long, low 
building is a fire wall. Beginning at this 
point the firemen fought the flames back to 
tne point of their origin and succeeded in sav- 
ing the east part of the building. 
Stored in the building were 156 
cars; 126, including eighty new winter cars, 
were in the top floor of the east section and 
were saved. Owing to the crowded condition 
of the barns the other thirty pieces of extra 
rolling stock were placed in the second story 
of the burned building. The thirty cars, 


valued at'from $1,000 to $1,200 each, were | 


a complete loss. In the burned section were 
between 150 and 200 tons of hay and 500 
bushels of mixed grain. This wason the 
second floor,and soon after the fire started the 
flooring gave way and with it the heavy cars 
and burning girders fell down on the impris- 
oned horses, where all soon was asa seething 
caldron. 
Will Run Today. 

The regular schedule complement was in 
service at the time of the fire and hence traffic 
on down-town lines will not be interfered 
with today. Eighteen cars and teams were 
out on the Wentworth and Clark, nineteen on 
the Halsted, ten on the Hanover and Wallace, 
sixteen on the Thirty-fifth street, and 
eighteen on the Forty-seventh street 
cross-car lines, with all the necessary change 
teams at intersecting points. Fire Marshal 
Green estimates the total loss on the building 
and contents at $110,000. Supt. M. K. Bow- 
en makes a tabulated estimate of the loss 
with a total of $108,425. In this loss the 
burned horses, valued at $46,100, is the lead- 
ing item. 

„The loss on the building is not more than 
$25,000 or $30,000,” said Mr. Bowen. We 
are fully covered by insurance, although I do 
not remember the long list of companies. I 
have no theory as to the fire, but shall investi- 
gate it. We shall run cars on the regular 
schedule on all cross-town lines and the other 
lines are not interfered with in the least. The 
horses were the best we had. 

A blaze started in the Seipp Block at Van 
Buren street and Fifth avenue last night at 
8:45 o'clock, The Excelsior Underwear 
company, occupying the fourth floor of Nos. 
252 and 254, was damaged $2,000; fully in- 
sured. Taylor Brothers & Co., giove manu- 
facturers, on the third floor of the same num- 
ber, was damaged $1,000. Full insurance, 
The fire started in the office of the above 
firm, in the front part of the building.

The large frame structure was partly filled 
with paint and other inflammable material, 
and it took hard work on the part of the fire- 
men to prevent the flames from spreading to 
adjoining structures. Ten lines of hose 
stretched across the tracks barred the prog- 
ress of trains. The greatest inconvenience 
was caused to home-coming Fair visitors on 
board the “cattle” traine. The dense fog 
prevented the engineers from seeing fire until 
within a few hundred feet of it and 
as a result there was soon 4 
solid line of cars north of the Thirty-fifth 
street depot. After waiting half an hour a 
number of passengers decided to leave the 
cars and finish their journey by other means. 
As the floors of the cars are over five feet 
above the roadbed it was no easy task to 
escape from them, especially for the ladies. 
Then it was difficult to thread a path- 
way among the cars and across the net- 
work of tracks, the fog obscuring everything 
ten feet away. All escaped to the street with- 
out accident and continued the down-town 
journey by other means of transportation. 

The loss to the company is $8,000, fully 
covered by insurance. 

When the Chicago Canoe club-house burned 
recently under similar conditions the lines of 
hose stretched across the tracks proved no 
barrier to trains and the passenger service of 
the road was not interrupted until policemen 
stopped the engines.

Samples of Martin’s Talk. 


Mr. Martin went on with his speech, one of 
his picturesque expressions being that a crack 
of the slave-criver’s whip had been trans- 
ferred from South Carolina to New York and 
Boston, where it came from a lot of cold- 
blooded Shylocks, whose protégés and an- 
cestors Shakspeare had found and immor- 
talized. He also said: 

Inever knew one of your great financiers to 
know enough to last over night. I never knew 
one of them to make a — 2 that proved 
true, except that it was of the character and kind 
now under delibbration, except where they have 
deliberately gone to work and by a bold, bad, 
criminal conspiracy brought about the condi- 
tions of which they are complaining. 

There were two calls of the Senate, one at 
10:45 and one at 11:30. On the first call 
forty-three Senaiors responded, but only (as 
to six of them) after solicitation by the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. At the second call forty-seven 
Senators responded without any such solicita- 
tion. There was another call at 12:05 (the 
absence of a quorum havi been suggested 
each time by an anti-repealer). Only thirty- 
nine Senators answered, and the Sergeant-at- 
Arms was sent out to coax in four more, 
None of the Senators from the silver States 
were recorded on any of these calls. 

In continuation of his speech Mr. Martin 
discussed the question of national banks and 
asserted the wisest and best thing for the 
Democratic party to do would be to wipe out 
every vestige of the national banking system.

how often it may be resorted to, and whether, 
with a knowledge that a quorum is present, that 
rule can be resorted to every five minutes in or- 
der to impede the progress of business? My in- 
quiry is whether there is any limit or restrain‘ 
or whether this rule stands in the same need of 
reformation that some other rules of this body 
do? It seems to me the Senate was organized 
when it was composed of gentlemen who would 
not abuse a right of this kind. I would like to 
know the construction which the Chair gives to 
the privilege-of occupying the time in calling 
the roH, even though every seat be filled with a 


_ Senator. 


The presiding officer (Mr. Frye)—In the terms 
of the rule there is no limitation, and the Chair 
knows of no power in the presiding officer to 
place a limitation on this right. 

Forty-four Senators answered to their 
names, and the presiding officer announced 
that there was a quorum present. 

Senator Quay and Senator Aldrich protest- 
ed that the rule made it possible for any one 
Senator to block legislation. Mr. Stewart 
continued his speech. The suggestion by Mr. 
Allison a week or two ago of the probability 
of renewing the International Monetary confer- 
ence was described by Mr. Stewart as an invi- 
tation to English arrogance and to a little 
more American humiliation—to another in- 
ternational kick.“ 

When Mr. Woicott at 11:50 again deemed 
it a convenient opportunity to suggest the ab- 
sence of a quorum there was a buzz of ex- 
pectancy, for the whisper had gone round 
that a quorum would not be forthcoming and 
that some release from the long continued 
strain was in sight. Still a call of the roll 
showed 41 Senators present, including Mr. 
Stewart. Senators pie and Vance had 
gone home sick, 

Mr. Voorhees in asking that absentees be re- 
ported wished that particular emphasis be 
laid on the names of those present and not re- 


sponding. This suggestion, however, failed 
to draw any response from Messrs. Wolcott, 
Jones of Nevada, or Dubois. who were in 


their seats, or from Mr. Teller, who was 
plainly visible surveying the proceedings from 
the cloak-room. 

Enter on the Third Day. 


Wasuineorog, D. C., Oct. 13.—After twenty- 
five minutes, when no quorum had been 
made, Mr, Manderson (Rep., Neb.) began 
to voice the general impatience, expressing a 
hope that there would not be much longer de- 
lay. In the meantime the Senate rapidly 
thinned, nearly all the Republican Senators, 
who had been fairly constant in attendance 
early in the night, taking their departure. 
Senator Butler of South Carolina strolled into 
the chamber, but was quickly warned by Mr. 
Wolcott of the situation and did not ask that 
his name be called. 

When nearly one hour had elapsed without 
one additional Senator responding. Mr. Wol- 
cott approaching Mr. Faulkner. who was in 
the chair, made an informal proposition ‘to 
him that the silver men would give him 
a quorum if he would consent to an adjourn- 
ment (with a quorum present). This proposi- 
tion Mr. Faulkner promptly declined. 

Shortly before 1 o'clock the dead silence 
was broken by Mr. Gallinger of New Hamp- 
shire, who asked the Senator from Indiana 
(Mr. Voorhees) whether he expected the Sen- 
ate to remain in session much longer without 
their much needed rest. He confessed 
himself would be glad to hear a motion to ad- 
journ. The Senator from Indiana, he con- 
tinued, need not answer unless he chooses, 
but if he does not answer I shall certainly not 
remain here much longer.“ 

Mr. Voorhees rose and every Senator in the 
chamber gave eurnest attention to his re- 
marks. He said he had not embarked upon 
this voyage without a full knowledge 
of the _ difficulties that would en- 
counter him. He believed a quorum 
would ultimately reach the chamber. 
There were, he said, forty members here now, 
not counting seven or eight luxuriant, kindly 
souls sitting atout the chamber too indolent 
even to answer to their names. Mr. Voorhees 
suggested to Mr. Gallinger that he ube his in- 
fluence with these Senators, but Mr. Gallinger 
denied having any. Do you know anybody 
who does?“ asked Mr. Voorhees, amid the 
laughter of the galleries. 

At 1:05 a quorum appeared and Mr. Stew- 
art continued his speech. 

Mr. Stewart * only fifteen 
minutes when Mr. Wolcott once more sug- 
gested the absence of a quorum, Thirty-six 
Senators only answered to their names, and 
on motion of Mr. Voorhees the following list 
of absentees was compiled:

Immediately following this report Mr.

TO LET IN CHILDREN UNDER 18, 


Fair Directors Likely to Take Action Look- 
ing to This for Next Week. 

All Chicago’s school children, public and 
parochial, under 18 years of age, will proba- 
bly be admitted to the Exposition next week 
for 10 cents each. That is the proposition 
which will come before the Board of World’s 
Fair Directors this afternoon. It is likely to 
be adopted. In this way it is proposed that 
the children of Chicago may profit by the 
School Board’s decision to give them next week 
to see the Fair. Director A. H. Revell is prob- 
ably the prime mover in this new plan of lib- 
erality. 

There are 180,000 children inthe public 
schools and of this number 156,000 are under 
14 years. If the 14 year age limit were ad- 
hered to the high grammar grade and high 
school children would not receive equal ben- 
efit with the younger pupils. 

„J am confident this is a wise and liberal 
move, said Mr. Revell. “I think it an ex- 
cellent idea, said Director Peck. Yes,” 
said President Higinbotham. let the chil- 
dren come in; they will be out of school for 
that purpose. The adoption of the proposi- 
tion would mean that not only school chil- 
dren but all kinds of children under 18 years 
of age may see the Fair for 10 cents. 
All the Directors approached yesterday fell in 
with the idea as soon as they thought a mo- 
ment. Public spirited citizens are falling in 
line with contributions of tickets to several 
schools. Mr. Chalmers, who has a public 
school named after him, will give every 
teacheg and pupil in it a ticket. President 
Higinbotham intends to distribute 1,000 of 
them. Director Revell has an order for 500, 
and others, it is expected, will follow the ex- 
ample of doing something for the children 
next week.

FIRE IN SIOUX CITY. 


IT DESTROYS PROPERTY THAT n 
VALUED AT $400,000, 


Starts ina Planing Mill, Which Soon Ex- 
plodes, Giving the Flames a Great 
Start- Four Blocks Are Swept Over Be- 
fore the Fire Is Brought Under Control 
Some of the Heaviest Losers Carry No 


Insurance—List of Buildings Burned.

Sioux Crry, Ia., Oct. 12.—[Special.|—The 
most disastrous fire that has occurred in Sioux 
City broke out at 1:15 o’clock this morning 
in the Andrews planing mill at the corner of 
Fifth and Water streets, almost in the heart 
of the manufacturing and jopbing district, 
and ten minutes later was beyond control. 
As a result property estimated to be worth 
$400,000 was burned and thirty-five build- 
ings which occupied four blocks, bounded by 
West Fourth, West Third, Water, and Kansas 
streets, are in ruins. | 
When the fire was first discovered it was 
considered insignificant and a still alarm was 
turned in. Scarcely had the firemen com- 
menced work when the dust in the planing 
mill exploded with a dull report, the walls 
colla „and the fire was immediately com- 
municdted to a dozen buildings. Then 
a general alarm was turned in, to 
which every company in the city respond- 
ed. The fire was beyond control, though, by 
this time, and the only hope was to keep the 
flames from spreading across Third street. 
Beyond this street were mills, lumber yards, 


bridges, factories, ete., worth tho of 
dollars, and the whole department was massed 
here. Time and fire crossed the 


street to the City Flour Mills, St. Croix lum- 
ber yards, and other buildings, and each time 
was extinguished, and finally, after a fight of 
an hour, fire was confined to the bounda- 
ries given.

CMN , O., Oct. 12.—The judicial com- 
mittee reported at this morning’s session of 
the Presbyterian Synod to the effect that an 
agreement had been reached by both parties 
concerned in the case to forego the reading of 
the minutes of the Presbytery trial, except 
such portions 


as are vitally es- 
sential to the synod and to 
omit all unnecessary preliminaries by 


admitting that the appeal is in order and 
ready for hearing. The recommendations of 
the committee were adopted by almost an 
unanimous vote. Prof. Smith opened his de- 
tense by declaring there ought to be no 
shrinking from the points of issue now in the 
church. The professor took the ground that 
he had violated none of the fundamental doc. 
trines of the church and declared he stood 
today with Presbyterians. His case, he de- 
clared, had been prejudged in the Presbytery 
25 his anes oe oes so far 
as opinions condemning him before 
the trial took — 

Prof. Smith said he had always understood 
and believed that a certain amount of liberty 
in views was allowed members of the Presby- 
terian Church.

unishment. The verdict itself 
was not right or just. He still proclaimed 
what he reiterated over and over at the trial 
last winter: that the prosecution and the ma- 
jority of the Presbytery of Cincinnati were 
trying to introduce anew doctrine into the 
church, that of inerrancy. The doctrine of 
the committee would destroy the Protestant 
religion. He dwelt upon the question of in- 
spiration, said the second and third charges 
against him were in force and effect the same. 

The professor did not hesitate to declare 
there were errors of fact in the Old Testament 
that no one could deny, but it was folly to 
charge that because such was the case it over- 
threw the Bible as an infallible rule of faith 
and practice. He quoted one example of iner- 
rancy where the Chronicles say a ce 
thing was sold for thirty pieces of silver, and 
in Kings the same thi was sold for 600 
pieces of gold. One significant remark in 
the argument, and the first that showed any 
signs of weakening since his trouble n, was 
where the professor remarked that he 
and Dr. Evans known that the General As- 
sembly would lay down a rule of construction 
of the Bible they might not have written what 
they did. Still he retracted nothing, and ap- 
pealed only to the sense of fairness and just- 
ice of the presbytery. 

It was conceded on all sides that the argu- 
ment was a powerful one, and had had some 
effect. Indeed, some of the liberals stated to- 
night that they were inclined to believe the 
Synod might reduce the punishment if he is 
found ty again to censure and admoni- 
tion. 


JOHN E. BUTLER BRANDED A FORGER. 


Arrested in Chicago the Same Day a Bos- 
ton Court So Stamps Him. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 12.—A strange coinci- 
dence was the arrest in Chicago yesterday of 
John E. Butler, an ex-member of the Boston 
bar, almost at the same hour he was 
branded as a forger in one of the civil 
of the Superior Court in this 
Butler was first arrested in the 


State last November while the cases against 
him were pending in court. Mrs. Butler is 
the widow of E. J. Butler. Before Judge 
Forbes in the Probate Court May 7, 1892, 
Butler denied charges made by his mother. 
He had said he had paid to her between $50 
and $60 a month out of his father’s estate 
during 1889. The case came before the 
municipal court Nov. 4, 1892, the charges 
being embezzlement and false pretences. 
Mrs. Butler testified that she had every 
reason to believe her son deliberately cheated 
her. Butler was released on bail, and since 
that time has been in the West, so far as 
known. It has been developed in the interim 
that he sold a $6,000 mortgage note and the 
purchaser of that document cannot recover. 
It was found necessary for the jury 
to apply the es wage of forgery yester- 
day because it was made an issue 
in the writ of entry suit brought by Mrs. But- 
ler, who ht to regain certain premises 
conveyed under her alleged forged signature 
to a Mrs. Bornstein. It was put in evidence 
that Butler had forged the name not * of 
his mother but of his married sister, Mrs. 
Mary A. Twigg, to the instrument of transfer. 
In consequence of the decision of the court* 
holding that Mrs. Butler had been unlawfully 
disseized of the estate, the Bornsteins are in- 
nocent losers, and they will now be obliged to 
make good to Mrs. Butler the life estate or its 
monetary value, Requisition papers have 
been asked for, and as soon as they can be se- 
cured an officer will start to Chicago.

TRYING THE PHYSICAL ENDURANCE 
PLAN. 

The Senate is now fairly committed to that 
‘continuous session plan of forcing a vote 
on the repeal bill, which Senator Wolcott de- 
nounced as barbarous when it was first 
proposed. He seems, however, to have stood 
the first night better than most of his col- 
leagues, and, being young and vigorous, will 
probably stay on “the burning deck till 
most of them have fled. 

About all that was accomplished Wednesday 
night was to give the Populist Allen a chance 
to show his fine qualities as a time-killer. He 
occupied fourteen hours, and at the close his 
voice was fresh and strong. With a little rest 
he will be able to orate for another fourteen 
hours’ stretch. It is unfortunate that the 
anti-free silver State of Nebraska should be 
represented at this moment by a horn-blow- 
ing fiat filibuster. 

For the purpose of assisting Allen as much 
as possible the 58-cent free silver Senators 
made the point of no quorum”’ when the 
attendance was lowered below the quorum 
line by the withdrawal of wearied Senators to 
the cloak-rooms for a nap onthe lounges. 
When votes were taken the free silverites gen- 
erally abstained from voting in order to break 
a quorum. They sat in their seats, refusing 
to vote, and there was no Speaker Reed to 
count a quorum when he sawit before him. 
Numerous points of order were made by the 
filibusters to delay proceedings, but the rul- 
ings of the Vice-President were always against 
them. 

Senator Voorhees could not have extracted 
much comfort from the night session. He 
saw the entire time taken up by one man, 
He knows that Morgan, Pugh, Stewart, and 
other interminable obstructionists are yet to 
be heard from. He knows that after each of 
them has occupied a night and after the inter- 
vening days have been used up by some of the 
shorter-winded 58 centers, Allen and Martin 
will be refreshed and ready for action. While 
those Republicans and Democrats who are in 
favor of repeal do not have to make speeches, 
they have to be present in order to main 
quorum, for the free silverites, . . 
Democrats in the Reed Congress, will b a 
quorum whenever they can. They will sit in 
their seats and refuse to vote—and the Senate 
rules provide no means of making them vote 
nor can they be put down as present but not 
voting. So in order to make a quorum some 
more repealers have to be hunted up. 

Judging from what has happened thus far, 
the filibusters may. be able to hold out in- 
definitely. It may be that Senator Voorhees 
has some hopes that the public indignation 
which these scénes of shameless filibustering 
must cause may have some effect on the free 
silver and Populist Senators. If he has such 
hopes they are vain ones. Those Senators 
have no respect for public opinion or for the 
public. They have respect only for the silver 
mine owners they represent, or dishonest con- 
stituents with longings for 58-cent dollars 
with which to cheat laborers and creditors.

HORNBLOWER SHOULD NOT BE 
FIRMED, 

It is stated that the Judiciary committee of 
the Senate is making no haste to report back 
the.nomination of Mr. Hornblower as As- 
sociate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court {to succeed Judge Blatch- 
ford. This is one of tlie cases 
where delay is judicious. The Demo- 
cratic platform had a good deal to say about 
the unalterable hostility of the party to trusts 
and monopblies, and its determination to 
force corporations -to disgorge everything 
which they had obtained wrongfully from the 
people. It would be a curious commentary 
on the worthlessness of party pledges if Dein- 
‘ocratic Senators were to vote to place on the 
Supreme Court bench a man who would be 
the mainstay and firm friend of trusts and 
corporations. It would amount to little to 
pass laws against those concerns if the court 
of last resort which interpreted the laws 
was unfriendly to their spirit, and so con- 
strue@them as to nullify them. 

Judge Field is opposing the confirmation of 
Mr. Hornblower. His reason is a sound one. 
There came before that Judge and bis as- 
sociates the great Lake-Front case which in- 
volved the question whether the Legislature 
of a State could give away irrevocably to a 
corporation the water-front of a great city. 
The court held by a divided vote that there 
were rights of which the people of a State 
could not be deprived by any act of a treach- 
erous or boodled Legislature, and that the 
right of the people of the State of Illinois 
and the City of Chicago to the ownership of 
their water-front was one which could not be 
alienated. Judge Field wrote the sound ma- 
jority opinion in that case, 

While the Lake-Front matter is finally set- 
tled and the city cannot be deprived of what 
it has gained, yet it isin the power of the Su- 
preme Court to repugiate the principles laid 
down in Judge Field’s decision and to hold in 
other cases, which may come up subsequently, 
that there are no property rights of citizens 
which boodled Legislatures may not give 
away to railroad and other corporations. 
Judge Field is as desirous as are the people 
that the court should take no such backward 
step, Knowing as Judge Field does that Mr. 
Hornblower’s law firm was engaged in the ef- 
fort to secure a rehearing in the Lake-Front 
case to the end that Chicago might be de- 
prived of its property, and that therefore Mr. 
| Hornblower, if on the bench, would loos with 
disfavor on the principles enunciated in the 
Lake-Front decision and would reverse thein 
if oprortunity offered, Judge Field naturally 
disfavors his confirmation. 

There are lawyers, many of them men of 
great ability, who have been solong in the 
service of corporations that they have come 
to identify themselves in principle with them, 
They have come td believe that law was made 
for the benefit of trusts and corporations 
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poration with them ranks higher than the to the level of the intrinsic value of the bull- 


community, the latter existing only to be bled 
by the former. No man with such perverted 
ideas should be made a Supreme Court Judge. 
‘The greater his ability the greater the danger 
of placing him in a position where he can en- 
force his mischievous doctrines, Judges are 
needed who will uphold the rights of the com- 
munity of which the corporations are but a 
part. Mr. Hornblower could not be such a 
man, for he has breathed too long a trust and 
monopoly atmosphere. If the Democrats of 
the Senate have any regard for their party 
platſorm and preélection declarations they 
will refuse to confirm Hornblower because he 
cannot be an impartial Judge where corpo- 
rate interests are concerned, They will let 
Hornblower continue to blow his horn for 
the trusts from the bar instead of from the 
bench. 


THE ENGLISH EXHIBIT AT THE FAIR. 

Mr. J. Henniker Heaton, a member of the 
English Parliament, who has been making a 
trip around the world, arrived in the city 
Sunday last. He is not an Englishman who 
has seen the Fair through New York spec- 
tacles. He is not insular or isolated in any 
respect, but thoroughly cosmopolitan—one 
who recognizes a great thing when he sees it 
and is not averse to speaking his mind about 
it. Mr. Heaton, having visited the Fair on 
Chicago day, says enthusiastically: ‘It was 
a multitude and a scene never to be forgotten. 
The plaza view reminded me of Derby day at 
home [in England], although the greatest at- 
tendance ever recorded there was 225,000, or 
half a million short of Chicago day’s triumph. 
It was certainly a record-breaker, as history 
presents no parallel.“ 

When asked what he thought of the Fair 
itself, he replied with equal enthusiasm: It 
is simply colossal, incomprehensible, from a 
general glimpse such as I have been able to 
give it. It is not only the greatest, it is the 
grandest of all World’s Fairs, and doubly sur- 
passes the wildest expectations. The Paris 
Exposition was mere ginger-bread in com- 
parison. The tremendous size and strength 
of the buildings [and he well might have 
added beauty] can be likened only to those of 
ancient Rome,”’ : 

This is strong praise from this point of 
view, and it is the warmest that yet has come 
from an English visitor. That Mr. Heaton 
has the courage of his convictions is evidenced 
by what he has to say of the exhibits made by 
his own country. This is his testimony, vig- 
orously delivered: You may say that I am 


| disgusted with Great Britain’s exhibit and at- 


tendance. The former is puny andinno de- 
gree representative, England and England- 
ers will never have another such a _ glorious 
opportunity for an international exhibit of 
their resources and capabilities. The extent 
and importance of the Exposition have been 
wholly misconstrued and unappreciated in 
England and the management has been 
abominable.”’ 

Mr. Heaton has but given public expression 
to sentiments which American observers have 
felt but could not express with equal public- 
ity without the danger of being considered 
discourteous. The fact is emphasized all the 
more when it is considered that Great Britain 
made a splendid showing at the Paris centen- 
nial of 1889, being second only to France, 
and first in many respects, The indifference 
of the mother country is all the more aston- 
ishing when its exhibits are compared with 
those of Canada and of the Australian colo- 
nies, particularly New South Wales, which 
are remarkably rich and varied. As compared 
with other European countries Great Britain 
ranks behind Germany and France, and in 
some respects behind Russia and Austria; and 
in others is surpassed by Sweden, Switz- 
erland, Belgium, Italy, and the smaller nations. 
One does hot have to look far to find the rea- 
sons for this comparative failure of Great 
Britain. In the early days of the World’s 
Fair period the New York papers decried 
the ability of Chicago and predicted that the 
Fair would be a wretched failure instead of a 
success, and used their influence to dissuade 
Europeans from coming here and from mak- 
ing exhjbits, and these attacks were echoed by 
thousands of New York tourists in Great Brit- 
ain and Europe. Their joint predictions of 
Chicago failure and inability did not seriously 
affect other European nations or their govern- 
ments as much as the English. The magnifi- 
cent display that has been made by Germany 
was due largely to the personal interest mani- 
fested by its Emperor, and the same was true 
in other countries, notably in Italy, France, 
and Russia. But in Great Britain the govern- 
ment was indifferent, and the people, taking 
their cue from the New Lork papers and 
tourists, were equally so. The English manu- 
facturers also decided that as the Mekin- 
ley bill“ would prevent them from deriving 
any benefit from exhibits in this ecuntry it 
would be superfluous to send their wares here. 
Experience, even by this time, must have con- 
vinced them of their mistake, These are the 
causes for the failure of the British exhibits 
to overshadow all others from foreigu coun- 
tries, which the keen-eyed Heaton so bitterly de- 
plores, and they explain what has been a mys- 
tery to many others, who have been unable to 
comprehend why Great Britain’s exhibit, 
though respectable in quantity and excellent 
in quality, falls so far short of what was ex- 
pected from the great, and powerful, and ar- 
tistic British Empire. 


IOWA FARMERS AGAINST 58 PER CENT 
FREE SILVER. 

The Iowa Farmers’ Alliance State conven- 
tion held at Des Moines Tuesday promptly 
voted down resolutions favoring the free coin- 
age of 58 cent silver dollars and equally regis- 
tered its opposition to the free coinage of 
American silver only. The money resolution 
adopted favors a sound and stable currency 
of sufficient volume for the business of the 
country, 

The Iowa Alliance includes farmers who are 
Republicans and Democrats, with some who 
have leaned more or less to Populist notions. 
Some of these farmers are men who have 
money in local banka, part of it drawing in- 
terest and all laid aside till they have an op- 
portunity to use it to advantage. The owners 
may count on using it for the purpose of put- 
ting more commodious buildings on the land 
they now own, purchasing stock or imple- 
ments, or perhaps lending it to others who 
may want to borrow, Whatever use it may 
be put to, the men who have the right to 
check it out want to be able to draw dollars 
each worth 100 cents and not the debased 
dollars which the silver monometallists want 
to have imposed upon the American people. 
Whether for spending or lending, the owners 
want their deposits to be returned in dollars 
each of which is worth 23.22 grains of gold 
and not in dollars that are shorn of 42. per 
cent of the buying power possessed by the 
dollars that were depusited in bank. 

For that reason the lowa farmers are utter- 
ly opposed to the schemes of the fellows who 
would have legalized the free coinage of all 
silver into the 58-cent dollars, or only Ameri- 
can silver, on any other plan than the putting 
of a full dollar's worth of metal into every 
dollar that is to be legal tender; no matter 
whether the coin be of silver or of goid. They 
know that to make free the coinage of 871 
grains of pure silver into a dollar would be 
to saddle the country with legal tender 
„money nearly onc-half worth and the other 
half token, the inevitable consequence of 


which would be to debase the currency unit | 
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ion in the coin called one dollar. And they 
know that this rule would apply to money 
which constitutes the savings from toil in the 
past as well as to what may be earned in the 
future. These Iowa farmers are not willing 
to eee 42 cents bitten out of the value of 
every one of the dollars for which they now 
have credit in bank. Hence they want none 
of the vile subterfuge which under cover of a 
plea for “‘ bimetallism’’ would abolish the 
present gold standard of values ana put de- 
based silver in ite place. Thedollars with 


which they are credited in their bank ac. | 


counts were each worth 100 cents as meas. 
ured by the gold standard when deposited and 
they want that every dollar when withdrawn 
shall equally be worth 100 cents, having that 
much of buying power. This is why they re- 
pudiate all propositions made to them for 
supporting the monstrous delusion of free 
silver coinage, which would immensely di- 
minish their capital for the benefit of a few 
millionaire silver miners and a somewhat 
larger number of dishonest men who want to 
cheat their creditors, 


NET 716,881, GROSS 761,942. 

The revised count of the attendance on Chi- 
cago day shows that there were 716,881 paid 
admissions, instead of 713,646, as at first 
reported, The same count also shows that 
there were 45,061 persons, instead of 37,380, 
whose cupidity led them to go in on their 
passes instead of paying their way like the 
great multitude. The total attendance Mon- 
day, therefore, was 761,042, instead of 751, 
026, as first reported, and these figures Chi- 
cago proposes to retain as record-breakers, so 
far as crowds in the world’s history are con- 
eerned, not excepting Xerxes’ army. Until 
there isa revised count of that army or re- 
ports come from other authorities than men- 
dacious Greeks 761,942 must be the standard 
the world will have tosurpass in future crowds 
to beat Chicago, It won't be done ip this 
generation. 

The record-breaking continues. Tuesday 
there were 808,618 paid admissions, and 
Wednesday 308,775, total for the three days, 
1,379,330. The Fair now has struck its 
300,000 gait, and if the clerk of the weather 
is only half propitious it is going to be the gait 
until Oct, 31, with occasional spurts up to the 
half million mark and considerably beyond 
that when Chicago closes the gates in a final 
blaze of glory. 

There are both encouragement and inspira- 
tion in these figuresfor New York. The Man- 
hattan Islanders have discovered that there is 
a World’s Fair out here. They have been a 
little late in finding it out, but it is not the 
fault of Chauncey Depew, Chicago’s stepson, 
or Mayor Gilroy. The latter has issued a 
stirring proclamation. Let him issue more of 
them. He should give his people one each 
day until Oct. 21. His Citizens’ committee 
of 200 should hustle. There must be no 
Grant monument business such as character- 
ized that other committee of 200, If there is 
Manhattan day will not materialize for some 
years to come, and that will be too late. It is 
not top late now if New York goes to work 
with a will. There is a tide in affairs at Jack- 
son Park which taken at the flood will lead on 
to fortune, and the tide is now at the flood. 
Mayor Gilroy wants 20,000 New-Yorkers to 
come here. Make it twice or three times that 
number. Why not a hundred thousand? 
Chicago can take care of them in good style, 
and show them something the like of which 
they have never seen before and never will 
again. Chicago wants the largest possible 
number to come, and if it be a hundred thou- 
sand she will go them 200,000 better. and 
this with the strangers will give the Knicker- 
bockers a chance to climb up somewhere near 
Chicago day figdtes, If they shoulil beat them 
we shall not grieve, As an incidental feature 
of Manhattan day Chicago will look long and 
earaestly for Dr. Dana. The day will not be 
complete without him. Let him think of it, 
and let Mayor Gilroy wrestle’ with him. He 
shall have a souvenir ticket and a seat on the 
front row, and if it be any inducement he 
shall have a float all to himself and his office 
cat, 


HOW COCKRELL DODGED THE QUESTION. 

Senator Cockrell of Missouri has a silver 
hunger which nothing can appease. The 
United States has six hundred millions of 
short silver dollar money which is a full legal 
tender and held up from slumping by gold— 
it has more silver than it has gold—but that 
does not suffice him. The Secretary of the 
Treesury has discretionary power to coin the 
silver bullion now in the Treasury, which 
would add $50,000,000 to the stock of short 
silver dollars, That does not content him. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has continuing 
authority to buy silver bullion to coin halves, 
quarters, and dimes, which are a legal tender 
to the amount of five dollars. That is not 
enough for him. Ile cries out for more, 
more.“ But when Senator Palmer asked him 
what his plan was for increasing the quantity 
he dodged, squirmed, and failed to answer. 
He said he wanted legislative action.“ 
Wat kind of action?” said the inquisitive 
Senator from Illinois. Mr. Cockrell took 
refuge in vague statements. He wanted 
‘** honorable money,“ but refused to define it. 
He wanted something more than the repeal 
of the Sherman law, but just what that 
„something more was he could not be in- 
duced to indicate in words and figures. All 
that he would say was that he wanted “ more 
silver.“ Yet it would have been easy for him 
to have been definite, and blurted right out 
what was on his mind, that he wanted more 
silver“ till the country slumped to the silver 
standard of the 58-cent dollar; and that his 
craving for more silver would not be ap- 
peased till then, When the Missouri debt 
scalers and repudiators have been provided 
with 58-cent dollars to pay 100-cent dollar 
debts with or to pay ignorant black laborers 
their wages in 58 per cent money then Cock- 
rell will be ready to say that he hag silver 
enough, 


THE SENATORIAL INVALID CORPS, 

The following is from Tue Trisune dis- 
patch giving an account of the Wednesday 
night session of the Senate; 

Six o'clock p. m. coming on anon Colquitt of 
Georgia, who is a paralytic, was wheeled to his 
seat. Stockbridge of Michigan, not yet recov- 
ered from bis collision with a Chicago cable car, 
walked with seeming firmness to his seat, but 
when he sat dewn it was seen that he was in no 
condition to remain in the overheated, foully- 
ventilated chamber. Gibson of Maryland, who 
has been on a sickbed for a week, also put in an 
appearace, pale and feeble-looking. Other Sen- 
ators who have been absent themselves from the 
sessions because of illness were also on hand. 
John Sherman (71 years old), who has been una- 
ble to attend much of the day sessions, had an- 
nounced already that he would not further risk 
his health by trying to sit out a night. 

Colquitt is against repeal, Stockbridge 
and Gibson are for it. What can be more re. 
pulsive than the spectacle of these invalids 
competing with one another and also with 
able-bodied Senators to see who has the most 
animal endurance? What can be more at 
variance with all past ideas on the subject of 
legislation than that the fate of an important 
measure shall depend on neither votes nor 
arguments, but on whether a paralytic man 
canoutstay a convalescent just out of his bed. 
This is disgusting, but it is called Senatorial 
courtesy. 

It is no wonder that in looking at the array 
of hospital patients on both sides Senator 
Voorhees said: ‘‘ This episode in our history 
will result in reforming the rules of this 
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body.“ Ifthe free silver filibusters had not 
lost all traces of common decency they would 
not have forced sick men into the Senate 
chamber, not to act and to vote—which would 
justify their presence—but to sit idly through 
the long night while Populist cranks are read- 
ing extracts to kill time. 

It isa wonder that, contemplating the halt 
and the maimed before him, Senator Voorhees 
did not demand that the rules of the Senate 
be reformed then and there. But though he 
declared indignantly that the majority can 


govern and the majority ought to govern ” he 


did not insist that the majority should 
straight way proceed to govern. On the con- 
trary he said that he should “ as soon think 
of committing open high treason or private 
murder as of brushing aside the rules so as 
to give the majority its rights.

Rough on the West-Siders, — 

When the trials and tribulations of the West- 
Siders who want to come into the business dis- 
trict or who want to go to the World’s Fair are 
taken into account it will apnear rather strange 
that the State Courts and this Federal Govern- 
ment are interposing the law's delays and red- 
tape methods to prevent the improvement: of 
their transit facilities by tying up the two elevat- 
ed railroad companies whose tracks are ap- 
proaching completion. Strict justice will not 
warrant the interference of the courts or of the 
War Department, and technical law will not 
justify it.

~The water front of the naval post of Toulon 
is dotted with towers bearing artistically 

ted figures of the Republic opening its 
arms to embrace the Russians who are ex- 
‘pected tomorrow, The quays are lined with 


grand stands which will be crowded to their 


utmost tomorrow, Toulon isa small town, 
and visitors who have come to welcome the Rus- 
gians number at least twice its ordinary popu- 
lation. Many are sleeping on bare floors of. 
unfinished houses at a cost of $10 a night. 
They have come here with every discomfort 
possible in European railway traveling, and 
‘gre now suffering worse things in lodgings, 
but cheerfulness prevails. Three overloaded 
trains left Paris at 8 o’clock last night for 
Toulon. In the first was Admiral Rieutier, 
It was two hours late, 
and bands and ships being tired 
of waiting played the Marseillaise“ and 
fired salutes in the Minister’s honor 
a long time before he arrived, The second 
train broke down near Marseilles, 

The weather is fine and decorations are 

ing. The Cours Lafayette and all im- 
portant streets of the city are lined with 
masts bearing Russian and French flags 
bunched together. These flags are also hung 
freely across the streets, on the Hotel de Ville, 
the Prefecture, and on all maritime and pub- 
lic buildings. The streets are so crowded gt 
is difficult to move. Two varieties of people 
are conspicuous, naval officers in full dress 
and solemn looking men in antique evening 
dress and crush hats, The latter are officials 
and local dignitaries. 

All open spaces in the town are occupied by 
constructions in honor of the Russians. In 
Place de la Liberte in front of the statue 
commemorating the revolution there is a stage 
for the ballet, which will be given Sunday. 
The principal concert hall is giving a per- 
formance called Pax Mundi,“ in which the 
French and Russians are represented as the 
only peaceful people in Europe, 

Minister of Marine Arrives. 

The principal event today was the arrival of 
the Minister of Marine, and a delegation from 
the Russian embassy in Paris came in last 
night, and also President Humbert of the 
Municipal Council of Paris, who once called 
the Czar a bloody-handed maniac. He was 
accompanied by other Councilors and a large 
bronze work of art which he is to present to 
Admiral Avelan. The Mayor of Toulon, Ter- 
rero, another Socialist who loves the Czar, is 
receiving immense quantities of rum, tobacco, 
and other gifts for the Russian sailors. 

Here is tomorrow’s program briefly. 

As early as possible three caution shots will 
announce to the population that the Russian 
squadron is in sight. It is hoped to give this 
signal an hour and a half before the squadron's 
arrival. At 10 o'clock a squadron of twelve 
light French cruisers will go out to meet the 
Russians and escort them back. A reception by 
the Minister of Marine atthe marine prefecture 
and a greater popular reception at the city hall 
will follow. At5o’clock the Russian Admiral 
will receive the French authorities on his flag- 
ship and at 7 the Minister of Marine will give a 
big dinner.

FATE OF THE FRENCH MINISTRY, 


It Will Depend on the Reactionary Conserv- 
atives- Goblet Succeeds Clemenceau, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Panis, Oct. 12.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—In spite of all the 
enthusiasm in France for the Russians it is 
time for the French people to concern them- 
selves about the politics of their own coun- 
try. This is all the more imperative because 
everything we hear in governmental aal 
proves that the home politics of France 
not moving along as smoothly as might have 
been expected. 

M. Carnot, they say, has sought to indefi- 
nitely postpone the meeting of the newly 
elected Chambers, but in any event he will 
be obliged to make up his mind to this little 
legislative affair by the 14th of Novem- 
ber. It is. therefore, evident that in 
spite of the optimism of the govern- 
ment the elections have not resulted in a 
genuine majority. There will be in the new 
Chambers almost as many Ministerial mem- 
bers as Radicais and the struggle will be quite 
as fierce in the new Chambers as it was in the 
old. The fate of the ministry will depend on 
the seventy reactionary Conservatives, whom 
the elections have returned either by mistake 
or because the people forgot their electoral 
records. The political situation, therefore, is 
not atall favorable for the moderates, and 
for the following reasons: In the first place 


the moderates have no leaders. M. 
Carnot has a weakness for mediocri- 
ties, and every time that any of 


those who are identified with the moderate 
wing of the Republican party comes to the 
front, he has been forced to return to the 
obscurity of the ranks, while, on the other 
hand, the Radicals, while they have lost their 
leader, M. Clemenceau, have found another 
standard-bearer in the person of M. Goblet, 
the ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs, who has 
been returned to the chamber by the electors 
of Paris. Gobletisa little man, but heisa 
shrewd politician, a good speaker, and a man 
who is in sympathy with the government, 
something which, nowadays, is very scarce in 
France, He will give no little trouble to the 
ministry and to M. Carnot. 
Want Church and State Separated. 

M. Goblet will have for his assistant M. 
Lockroy, who is not only a popular man but 
also a witty one. These two men will con- 
duct @n interesting campaign. They have 
selected as their platform the separation of 
the Church and State, the reform of the taxes, 
and the revision of the Constitution. The 
worst feature in their future is that while the 
French public love to rail at the Constitution 
which governs them, they, after all, have no 
desire to change it. 

In any event we may expect that the session 
of the Parliament will be a strong one, and, 
if Iam not much mistaken, M. Carnot, who 
hopes to get along in comparative grace until 
the last year of his Presidential term, will 
find himself seriously disappointed. If foreign 
events do not give us serious matter for con- 
sideration, it is greatly to be feared that for 
some years to come we will have to do with 
the same ministerial crises.

STRIKING MINERS GAIN GROUND. 


They Resume Work in a Number of En- 
glish Collieries at Old Wages. 


Loxpox, Oct. 12.—Althpugh a majority of 
the owners of collieries in Derbyshire who 
adhere to the Federation of Coal Mine Own- 
ers are posting notices in accordance with the 
terms of the resolution adopted Tuesday at 
the conference in Sheffield, several of them 
have reopened their pits and the miners have 
gone back té.work at the old rate of wages. 
Nine thousand men resumed their work this 
morning in Derbyshire. 

Fully 20,000 miners are now at work in 
Nottinghamshire and Warwickshire, and it 
may be said that the situation in the coal dis- 
tricts there has virtually assumed its normal 
condition. 

The West Riding of Yorkshire will appar- 
ently have to pay dearly for the strike in that 
section. This part of Yorkshire was the scene 
of several riots during the progress of 
the strike and considerable property 
was burned or otherwise destroyed or dam- 
aged, Those who suffered loss in this man- 
ner intend to hold the officials responsible 
inasmuch as they claim the authorities should 
have protected the property againgt the riot- 
ous strikers. Claims for damages to the 
amount of £10,000 have already been pre- 
sented to the County Council of the West Rid- 
ing in Yorkshire. 7 

The defections that have occurred among 
themselves have seriously weakened the Coal 
Mine Owners’ Association, and it is believed 
that more of them will soon be compelled to 
reopen their pits at the old rate of wages, 


+ The miners are jubilant and claim that prac- 


tically they have won the fight. The keynote of 
the conference of miners held at Birmingham 
today was “no surrender.” It is thought 
that the conference will emphatically refuse 
to accept the 15 per cent reduction that some 
of the owners still hold out for. The coal 
market has already felt the effect of the re- 
turn to work of thousands of miners, In 
London prices are falling.

Among her 
effects is a yachting cap made by Young Bros., 
Broadway. The young woman is apparently 
24, blue eyes, and golden hair. She hus a 
rich wardrobe, and is probably an actress or 
possibly a circus rider, She arrived from 
Lisbon Monday and dined with an English- 
man. He has been detained by police at the 
request of the American Legation, but pro- 
fesses no acquaintance with the girl. A frag- 
ment of a telegram dated London, Oct. 7, has 
been found, but postoffice officials in London 
refuse to give information concerning it. 
Five minutes before she shot herself the young 
woman gave a letter to the post addressed to 
27 Rue Ville d’Enegue, Paris. There is hope 
of her recovery. 


India to Tax Foreign Silver, 

Wasurnoron, D. C., Oct. 12.—A cablegram has 
been received at the Treasury Department from 
one of its European correspondents, stating that 
the indications point to the “ probable imposition 
of a definite import duty on silver into India.” 
It is said at the Treasury Department the effect of 
putting a duty on silver imported into India 
would be to advance the price of silver now in 
India and bring out the gold that is hoarded 
there. It is also believed it will have the effect 
of lowering the price of American silver, as it 
takes India out of the list of purchasers and 
leaves the United States the sole purchaser of 
any considerable amount of silver in the world.

Lowpon, Oct. 12.—A special dispatch to the 
Pall Mall Gazette from Joanesburg, South Af- 
rica, says that a large force of Matabele warriors 
are reported to be barring the route to Tati.

COMPANY AND MANAGER CENSURED. 


Orders of W. 8. Calhoun of Chicago Said 
to Have Caused Mine Disaster. 

CRYSTAL FALLS. Mich.,Oct.12,—[Special.]— 
The investigation of the Mansfield mine dis- 
aster which cost the lives of twenty-seven men 
on the night of Sept. 28 last was brought to 
a close this evening. The jury returned a 
verdict of criminal neglect on the part of the 
Mansfield Iron Manufacturing cumpany and 
individually censured W. S. Calhoun of Chi- 
cago, the President and General Manager of 
the operating company. The written verdict 
concluded as follows: , 

We find that death was caused by the caving in 
of the Mansfield mine, caused by the criminal act 
of the Mansfield Iron Manufacturing company in 
negiecting to fillthe mine as the ore was being 
mined out. We further find that the local man- 
agement of the mine was acting upon instruc- 
tions from the general manager of the said Mans- 
field Iron Manufacturing company, and was in no 
way to blame for said accident. 

Whether criminal action will be instituted 
against Mr. Calhoun or not. is as yet a matter 
of conjecture. Prosecuting Attorney Moriar- 
ity stated tonight that the matter rested en- 
tirely with Judge Stone, who ordered the in- 
vestigation.

TO LEAVE THE RUINS. 


THEIR LIVES, WILL MOVE. 


They Will Transfer the Court of Appeals 
from the Government Building to Mu- 
waukee=Plaster Thumping Down on & 
Judicial Desk Prompts to Quick Reso- 
lution=Marshall Hitchcock Directed to 
Communicate with the Attorney-General 
for Approval to Lease New Quarters. 

Fearing for their lives the Judges of the 
Federal Court of Appeals have refused to sit 
any longer in Chicago’s ruin —the Gov- 
ernment Building. Yesterday they took pre- 
cautions to escape sudden death by passing an 
order transferring their Court to Milwaukee, 
where there is no probability of several 
pounds of brick or a chunk of steel cutting 
short the argument and life of counsel or the 
opinion and career of Judge. 

Ever since a big chunk of plaster dropped 
from the ceiling to Judge Bunn's desk, miss- 
ing the judicial cranium by the narrowest of 
margins, the Judges of the Court of Appeals 
have been in favor of a new Federal Building. 
At present the Court of Appeals is located in 
Room 62, which is in the northwest corner of 
the third floor. Though the room is large 
enough for the purpose the court as a whole 
complains bitterly of the want of sanitation 
and ventilation, The actuai reason of the 
protest, however, is said not to appear on the 
order. The Judges, it seems, have heard that 
the Government Architect who recently in- 
spected the building declared that the dilapi- 
dated pile would go to pieces like the histor- 
ical ** one-horse shay.”’ The big piece of 
plaster acted as an incentive, and the court as 
a whole promptly rendered a decision. it was 
that the court would adjourn Oct. 20, and re- 
convene Nov. 2 in Milwaukee.

ber the court will adjourn to meet at the City of

Marshal Hitchcock will be officially noti- 
fied today, and then fhe Attorney-General 
will be called upon in turn. He can make the 
necessary order with full warrant of law. 
Should the Attorney-General refuse to grant 
his approval toa change it will be the mem- 
bers of the Chicugo bar who will principally 

suffer. The Judges are required by law to 
hold one term of court in Chicago each year. 
Other terms may be held at any place within 
the circuit, which embraces’ portions of IIli- 
nois, Wisconsin, and Indiana.

They were dashed by the President and Sec- 
retary Carlisle, who appear to have paid no 
attention to McNeill’s candidacy or to his 
backers. The failure of young Harrison’s 
mission is taken as an indication that the 
administration at Washington is not kindly 
disposed to the administration in Chicago. 
This does not add to the enthusiasm for the 
City Hall machine ticket. Mr. Larry Boyle 
has not yet resigned his position as Election 
Board attorney, Master in Chancery, or Spe- 
cial Assessmeut Commissioner, which in some 
quarters is taken to mean that he will retire 
from the ticket. Mayor Harrison may yet in- 
sist on his retirement unless he resigns vol- 
untarily. Browning, Trumbull, Brown, and 
Kersten are also weak spots on the Democrat- 
ic ticket. 


Burke’s Naturalization Mill, 


The Democratic Executive committee meets 
this afternoon to begin the work of the cam- 
paign. Bob Burke wants the 
mill started at once. He says that there ought 
to be 10,000 new citizens run through the 
mill this fall. But Burke is not always re- 
sponsible for what he says. Gov. Altgeld has 
refused to take part in the campaign. He does 
not take a hopeful view of it. 

Further proof that Mr. J. Henry Kraft 
should not be a candidate on the Republican 
ticket for Judge is furnished by the fact that 
he was Tommy Morgan’s Socialist candidate 
for City Attorney in 1891 and received 2,528 
votes. Tommy Morgan was the candidate for 
Mayor that year and got only 2,376 votes. 
Subsequently he was Tommy’s candidate for 
Judge, also on the Socialist ticket, As Tom- 
my is running a ticket this year also Kraft’s 
place is on Tommp's ticket, and if he has 
sense or honor he should get off the Repub- 
lican ticket, on which he was placed by a 
trick. 

The Journal says editorially concerning 
Kruft's candidacy : 


Drop Mr. Kraft. 


Loyalty to the minor mistakes of a nominating 
convention is a necessary rule of party organiza- 
tion, but no party can bold its voters in line for 


mistakes which belie its principles and imperil! 
its cause. In this latter category stands the 
nomination of J. Henry Kraft by the Cook 


County Republicans. By his own confession he 
is not a Republican and whatever his misty eco- 
nomic views may be, it is evident that his profes 
sional affiliations have rendered him unfit to be a 
candidate on the same ticket with Joseph E. 
Gary. Last fali he voted for John P. Altgeld 
and this year his place is on the ticket which Alt- 
geid and Harrison have nominated to placate the 
Anarchists. 

So far as Mr. Kraft’s personal history is con- 
cerned nothing has n discovered to his dis- 
credit. He very properly boasts of having made 
his own way in the world, rough various trades 
and callings he worked his way up until in 1884. 
after two years’ study. he was admitted to the 
bar. He is therefore a iawyer of nine years 
standing. In politics ne has been a follower of 
will o' the wisps, a chaser after futilities, a 
candidate on the socialistic platforms built and 
manned by Tommy Morgan. 

It seems the very irong of politics that such a 
man should have been nominated on the same 
ticket with Judge Gary and in a campaign where 
every political issue is subordinates to the crucial 
one of law age ainst anarchy. When Mr. Kraft 
confessed that he voted for Altgeid last Novem- 
ber he reidered himself an impossibility as a 
Republican candidate along with Judge Gary 
this. November. His name will have to be 
dropped from the Republican ticket or it will 
completely paralyze every effort to vindicate the 
judiciary of I linois from the vindictive assault 
of Gov. Altgeld. 


An Evidence of Western Supremacy. 

Kansas City Star: Chicago day would have 
been better named Western day, for the entire 
West turned out to help the Lake City celebrate. 
It was a celebration the like of which this gray 
old earth has never seen before. The festivals of

WHAT TRADE GOSSIPS ARE SAYING. 


Interesting Bits of Information Picked Up 
on the Floor of the Exchange, 

All the markets were depressed by discourag- 
ing rumors from Washington relative to the re- 
peal of the Sherman act. A report about the mid- 
dle of session that the Senate had adjourned 
caused à sharp decline, with a recovery when the 
rumor was declared untrue. The feeling through- 
out was rather unsettled, while corn, although 
dull, ruled fairly steady in spite of the fact that 
there is an enormous movement toward this 
market. The signal service reported rains 
thoughout the Lower Missouri and Mississippi 
Valleys, with the weather warmer inthe West.

LOW RAILROAD RATES WILL CONTINUE, 


Western Passenger Agents Extended Chi- 
cago Day Fares to Oct, 31. 

Official notice was given yesterday by Chair- 
man Caldwell of the adoption by ali the West- 
ern Passenger Association lines of the same 
rates as were made for “‘Chieago day,“ to be 
in effect from now on until the end of the 
World's Fair. The rates and arrangements 
are as fallows: 


Commencing Oct. 15, sees and continuing to 
and including Oct. 31, 1 389%, round trip excur- 
sion tickets may be sol Chicago as follows: 

From ail points where * one way regular 
standard rate to Chicago ig $6 or less, the excur- 
sion rate shall beone regular standard rate for 
the round trip. 

From all points where the one way regular 
standard rate to Chicago is more than $6 and 
not more than $23, the round trip excursion rate 
shall be 80 per cent of the one way regular stand- 
ard rate with a minimum of $6, except that the 
round trip rate from St. Paul, ‘Minneapoiis, Ash- 
land, Sioux City, and Omaha shail be $10, and 
from Duluth and the Superiors $11.75 

From all points where the one way regular 
standard rate to Chicago is more than $23 and 
not more than 833 the round trip excursion rate 
shall be 75 per cent of the one way regular stand- 
ard rate, with a minimum of $18.40. 

‘rom all points where the one way regular 
standard rate to Chicago is more than $33 the 
round trip excursion rate shail be 70 4 cent of 
the one way regular standard rate, wit mini- 
mum of $24.75. 

All tickets to be good starting on date of sale 
only, and must used for continuous passage 
in both directions to and from C hicago. 

The final return limit on all tickets shall not

Where the application of these percentages 
produces a final figure other than 0 or 5 a suffi- 
cient number of cents shall be added to make 
each rate end in O or 8.

Commencing Oct. 16 and continuing to and in- 
cluding Nov. 15, 1893, the following single tri 
continuotis passage rate shall be in effect as sell- 
ing and basing rates from Chicago and St. Louis, 
but not from points east thereof: Chicago to 
Kansas City, $6; St. Louis to Kansas City, $3.50;

Single trip continuous passage rates between 
Colorado common points and Chicago and St. 
Louis may be made on the basis of one-half the

It was also understood and made a matter of 
record t should the present one-way special 
rates to and from Chicago from points herein- 
after specified be seriously affected during the 
period named the Chairman will, upon uest, 
and finding such t® be the case, have authority to 
immediately reduce such one-way selling rates to 
andfrom St. Paul, Minneapolis, Des Moines, 
Sioux City, Omaha, Council luffs, and similar 
points, but not to less than $6; — Duluth, but 
which shall not be less than $7. 

These rates and — abet are the most 
liberal ever made by railroads in this country 
for a longer period than two or three days. 
The Eastern roads are not inclined to be as 
liberal as the Western lines. Ata meeting of 
the Central Traffic Association lines held yes- 
terday various propositions for lower rates 
were made, but were all voted down. The 
Pennsylvania was inclined to makea rate of 
a cent a mile for Manhattan day, but the Van- 
derbilt and other lines were against it. A 
proposition to run special coach excursions by 
all lines daily instead of on certain days only 
at one fare for the round trip was also voted 
down.
